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1. PIRSON OF INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATION SECTION HAS FOLLOWED 
UP ON BAUWENS' PROMISE AND TELLS US BELGIAN POSITION ON CHIREP 
ISSUE WILL PROBABLY BE UNCHANGED FROM LAST YEAR (AS REPORTED 
IN BRUSSELS 3526). 

2. PIRSON SAID THAT GOB WOULD VOTE "YES" ON ANY 
RESOLUTION RECOGNIZING PRC AS LEGITIMATE REPRESENTATIVE OF 
CHINA. HE MAINTAINED THAT THIS QUESTION COULD NOT BE LEGITIMATELY 
LEFT TO EXECUTIVE DIRECTORS. IMPLICATION IS THUS THAT BELGIANS 
COULD NOT ACCEPT COUNTER-RESOLUTION SUGGESTED IN REFTEL. 

3. GOB WOULD PROPOSE, HOWEVER, THAT ANY BELGIAN VOTE BE 
ACCOMPANIED BY AN EXPLANATION THAT RESOLUTION DID NOT MEAN A 
CESSATION OF RELATIONS BETWEEN TAIWAN AND THE IMF/IBRD. 
OBLIGATIONS OF TAIWAN SHOULD BE MAINTAINED AND IT SHOULD BE 
LEFT TO EXECUTIVE DIRECTORS TO DEAL WITH "LIQUIDATION" OF 
OBLIGATIONS. 

4. PIRSON EXPLAINED THAT REPUBLIC OF CHINA WAS GOVERNMENT 
"DE FAIT" OF TAIWAN, IF NOT FOR CHINA, AND, AS SUCH IMF/IBRD 
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SHOULD CONTINUE ITS RELATIONSHIP WITH THE ROC. BOOCHEVER 
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
